Lower Burma, thoro are many indications of 
what itis and may booome, We havo atill the 
somplote statisties for the trans-frontier trada of 
Lower Burmah, bat by far tho most’ valuable 
pirt of the trans-frontior trade is supposed to 
come. through Upper Burmab, aad we have no 
means at present of oloarly distinguishing it 
from tho tral of that provinge itself. An at- 
tompt hag boan‘ made, howevar, to get at the 
trada of Bhamo by keeping o register derived 
from the manifests of tho veasels engaged in 
the conveying of disrchandise betwoon Mandalay 
and Bhamo, Some of this trado, no doubj, and 
probably a yery considerable portion of it, is 
merely & local trade bitweon those two important 
Burmose towns. But o partaleo must boa go- 
nuine trans-frontier trade. Of coursa, as no frruat- 
‘ica were kept by the Barmese Go- 
‘ternmont, it is quite impossible to ausertaia how 
ho past yoar compares With preceding years. It 
ia something though to have got atthe total of a 
yoar’s trade, asa basia by which to measure fu. 
tire progress. ‘ Z a 
After all that has been said.about the enormons 
trade possible with Wostern China sud passing 
thrangh Bhamo, it ia rathor a disappointment 
to find that the whole value of the trade batween 
Mandalay and Bhamo for the year 1886-87 is 
represented by a sum only slightly exceeding 
thirty-sovon lakhs of rapeos. Of this 23 lakhs 
are “exports”, by whioh torm is evidently moant 
shipments from Mundalay to Bhamo; and about 
Idtakhs are imports. OF courso tha past your 
could scarcely be expantad to ba a vary good on0; 
but if it had been an exceptionally bad one we 
should probably havo had more trouble at Bhamo, 
and Iand thera would scarcoly bo advancing in 
valu ao rapidly a3 it seama i, be doing, ‘Tho 
inference is that tho total of 37 Iskhs may ha 
taken as a not nnfair estimata of what the total 
trade between Mandalay and Bhamo, inclading 
the trade to Yunnan, has bean in the time of the 
Burmese kings, How much of this is local trade 
and how much gonuine trans-frontier trade, we 
can only conjecture from tha artioles named, and 
these would load one to infor that: less than half 
the 37 lakhs is geonine trans-froutier trade. By 
for the largest item in the list is raw cotton, 
which was “exported ” to the. value of noarly 64 
lakhs. 'This probably was for the most part. 
areal export to the region beyond our bounda- 
vies. Of the Rs, 83,000 worthof salt, too,a good 
deal may have gone into the Kaohgou _ hills 
and elsewhere; so-may somo piece goods ,and 
was, Which, howaver, aggregate only ‘about 22 
akhs. “But evon of these articles a considerable 
quantity must have bean required in Rhamo 
itsalf and tha surroniding cofatry. Among the 
y mports”” itis atill more difficult to aysign. any 
article definitely as an importation from beyou 
Burmak, waleas;porhaps, jade styns, whick—cor 
.tribates nearly 13 Iskha to the total “imports.” 
‘Thus the o gt trade-with the region Beyond 
Bhamo dons not seem to be vary great.

* The spirited debate on the Irish Land Bill in

brought within the range of practical politics. 
The fall in prices has caused ronts to appear ox- 
orbitant, honoo the demand for the reduction 
of Irish rents, which haa been partly granted. 
But rents are by no means the only charges to 
pe considered, and Lord Randolph Churchill has 
ventured to think that “it would not be ineguit- 
able, or uireasonable, or inipolitic, for tho House 
to consider the position of the Trish landlorda aa 
sffooted by tho legal reductions of ront—~thoir 
position in connection with'settlemants and mort- 
gages.” As to gotilomonta or jointures, the Go- 
yernment ore already prepared to permit with 
regard to Ireland a change in {he mode of oalou- 
lation; but tho large qtostion of mortgages has, as 
set, boon touvhed upon only by Lord - Randolph 
Churchill, who, in an eminent spirit of fair-play, 
proposes & clause in the Irish Bill to give power 
tothe Land Courts toreviow, with large equitable 
jurisdiction, the mortgages on, ostates, and to 
take certain reductions in thom. a 
This isa proposal whioh will at first strike 
most people as ravolntionary, but which, in the 
present state of things, is one that ia very likely. 

If the neglest of tho 
Btave to properly Rorform one.of its most im- 
portant, dutioce—that of proaorving in good 
order the monetary standard—rcenlt in neses- 
sitating a readjustment: of rents, it will aqaally 
necessitate an equitable rearrangement of other 
bardens, among which morigagos assuredly hold 
afirst piace.
